CHICAGO YESTKHDAY.

Chicago University Professor Picked
Up Unconscious Middle States

Under the WnTc.

CHICAGO, Aug. 3. This was the hottest
day of the season 50 far. Yesterday at
4 p. m. the government thermometer
marked ninety-thre- e and a half degrees,
the highest of the day. During the morn-
ing to-d- ay

" the temperature ranged from
five to ten degrees higher than the same
hour's yesterday. At 2 o'clock it marked
ninety-fou- r, er two degrees higher than at
2 p. m. yesterday, and it is still climbing.
One death and a number of prostrations
have already been reported.

At 3 o'clock this afternoon the ther-
mometer registered hotter than it has at
any time for two years, when it was ninety--

six. , This figure has only been equaled
twice since 1S87, when it was one hundred
in the shade and the ran? of mortality
was greater than the undertakers could
handle.

The first death reported was Joseph Lap-ha- m,

a shoe dealer of 2i7 West Lake
street, who dropped dead near the Chi-
cago Beach Hotel this morning. Among
the cases of prostrations not attended with
fatal result tho first reported was James
Bruns, assistant professor at the Chicago
University, picked up unconscious at 7 a.
m. Unknown man, thirty-eig- ht years old,
brought to the Cook County Hospital at
noon by the police; will recover. Thirty
persons were prostrated here by the heat
to-da- y, one case proving tatal.

Most Severe of the Summer.
WASHINGTON, Aug. 5. Reports of max-

imum temperatures received by the Weath-
er Bureau show that the present warm
wave is very general, and is probably the
most severe during the present summer.
The officials say it is very unusual for tho
temperature to reach such a high point in
so many parts of the country at one time.
Tho heat is due to an area of high barome-
ter which has been prevailing over the
southern portion of the country, and lqw
barometer In the northern part, which re-
sults Jn great waves of the heat coming
toward the north. In this city the heatduring the past few days has been intense,
and to-da- y the thermometer reached its

point, registering ninety-si- x de-
grees, according to the oiflcial readings,
though instruments in business houses and
other places were 100 and above. Notwith-standing the intense heat there were no
prostrations. T& predictions cf the Weath-er Bureau are that .the warm weather will
continue from the middle and south. At-
lantic coast westward to the Mississippi
river, though some relief may be expected
from thunder storms in some sections.

LI MEETS THE QUEEN

TAKEN ON THE ROYAL YACHT PAST
TI1K GREAT NAVAL DISPLAY.

Forty-Seve- n "War Vessels Line the
Wny to Properly Impress the Vis-

itor Ilrnzil Gets Trinidad.

LONDON, Aug. 5. Ll Hung Chang and
his suite went by special train to Ports-
mouth to-d- ay in order to cross the Solent
to the Isle of Wight and visit the Queen
at Osborne. He was received at Ports-
mouth by a number of distinguished naval
officers and others, and' a salute of nine-
teen guns was fired when he boarded the
royal yacht Alberta, which wns in waiting.
Upon leaving Portsmouth the yacht made
a detour and gave the distinguished travel-
er a view of the large fleet of war ships
assembled In those waters, and also per-
mitted him tb see abont as large and at-
tractive a fleet "of pleasure crafts as ever
assembled in the Solent. The Chinese
statesman was saluted by the fleet and
continued on his way to Trinity wharf,
Cowes, where he was received by the
Princ.e of Wales, who escorted him to Os-

borne. The Marquis of Salisbury, who pre-

sented Li Iliing Chang to hor Majesty, had
preceded the Chinese envoy to the Isle of
Wight.

When the royal yacht Alberta arrived at
Cowes, Ll Hung Chang was received with
naval honors. He was driven from thTe

landing to Osborne house in a royal car-
riage drawn by four horses, and upon his
arrival there was shown to the private
apartments set aside for his use. He was
.then presented to the Prince of Wales and
the Duke of York in tho reception room.
The Prince of Wales observed when the
Chinese envoy was presented to him that
he would have recognized him Immediately
from his photographs. The Prince added
that doubtless in his travels in Russia,
Germany and France he had seen large
armies, but to-da- y he would see a mag-
nificent fleet. Li Hung Chang and his
suite. Lord Salisbury and others took lunch
together at O.sborne house, while the
Queen and other royalties took lunch in a
private apartment.

Afterwards the Chinese envoy was
ushered into the presence of the Queen,
who was seated in a small glided chair,
dressed in black and surrounded by mem-
bers of the royal family. Lord Salisbury
presented Li Hung Chang, and in response
the . Queen bowed to the nation's guest,
but did not rise. Id Hung Chang then
read a speech in the Chinese language,
which his son. Viscount Li, translated. He
said in substance that he had been com-
manded by his master,, he Emperor of
China, to nay his respects to her Majesty,
and that he had traveled many miles to.
carry out this mandate'. He then handed
to the Quen a large yellow silk envelope
containing his credentials.

The .Queen in reply said that she was
glad to sec his Excellency and remarked
that he had had a long journey. Her
Majesty also said that he understood that
she reciprocated the good will of the
Chinese Emperor. The Queen then for the
first time arose nnd remained standing
while Li Hung Chang retired from her
presence, bowing.

Ll Hung Chang afterwards boarded the
rovaj vaclit Osborne to be presented to the
Princess of Wales, who. kodak In hand,
took a photograph of the great Chinaman
as he unreached the yacht. After taking
tea on Mard th Osborn. Ll Hung Chang
returned to the royal yacht Alberta, which
then steam'sl bark to Portsmouth through
the lines of the fleet. The sailors manned
th2 ships as the yacht passed, and Li Hung
Chan did not conceal his admiration at
the imposing spectacle, comprising some
fortv-seve- n vessels of the British navy, ot
whih twenty-seve- n were battle ships. This
Is the strongest British fleet assernbled
since the review in honor of the Queen's
jubilee nine years ago.

MUNCIE. Ind., Aug. 5.-- The Eighth dis-

trict Democratic congressional convention,
held here to-da- y, was controlled by the
Populists, their candidate, John R. Brunt,
of Anderson, being indorsed, and his name
will go on the Democratic ticket. The fu-

sion means that the local tickets In Madi-
son, Randolph, Delaware, Jay, Wells,
Blackford and Adams counties will be
Popoeratic, as the Populists agree to take
one or two candidates and help push the
Demoeratle rickets through in exchange
for the Brunt deal. They have hopes of
defeating Representative Henry, but Mr.
Henry is likely to increase his 3,000 natural
majority.

J. J-- Netterville, cf Anderson, opened the
meeting, and Bayard Gray, of Portland,
was elected chairman. The Chicago plat-
form was adopted and several speeches
were made. Andrew Tulte, of Albany, did
not take kindly to the cut-and-dri- ed man-
ner in which the Populists were running
things, and nominated his son, W. E.
Tuite, from this county, but the nomina-
tion was not recognized.

For some reason the joint senatorial con-
vention was. not held. The facts are that
Madison and Delaware counties shut out
the little fellows from Jay, Wells, Ran-
dolph;. Blackford and Adams, fixing the
deal K3 they pleased.

Marcus L. Sulzer, of Madison, Republican
nominee for Congress in the Fourth dis-
trict, was introduced and made a speech
of an hour and a 'half that for logic and
dispassionate discussion of issues has not
ben equaled in LawrenceJmrg for many
years. AfUr the close of Mr. Sulzer's
speech Mr. James E. Caskey, of Green's-burg- ,

'chairman of the State .cc'ntral com-
mittee of the Fourth congressional district,
was introduced and made a few remarks,
when the convention adjourned until 1 p.
m.

When the convention reassembled Mr.
Cubb, of Aurora, read an original poem,
which was received with much enthusiasm
by the crowd.

This he did. but some of the
Populists, in mass convention here en-
deavored to impeach his action because he
did not stick in the "middle of the road."
amensr them being Frd Pell, the Populist
candidate for Representative. The Demo-
cratic convention ended its labor by ap-
pointing a committee to confer with the
Populists in regard to a Candidate for Rep-
resentative. cJerk and treasurer. It nom-
inated a straight Democrat (Tucker, of
Linton), for sheriff, and indorsed the bal-
ance of the Populist ticket. It is con-ceed- ed

that Riddle will be their candidate
for Representative, but it Is also conceded
that the Populists will have a ticket in
the field as a great many of them will not
support Riddle.

Re-
publicans of .Greene county, standing alone,
firm and united, will send to the Legisla-
ture Hon. Charles E. Henderson, who is not
dickering with ether party leaders for an
otfice, but whose scholarship and integrity
stand unlmpcached and unimpeachable.

When the
majority at Chicago, led by the 'naterial
rilver syndicate." crammed free silver and
n job lot of Fonullstic tenets down the
throat of the party, they thought they
were simply driving out of the party New
York. Pennsylvania and the other States
east of the Alleghenies. They did not begin
to comprehend the vast business interests
that have grov.n up In the Middle West or
the strength of character left among th
proud old Democracy of the South. Their
leaders had calculated fully upon losing the
East and took, the step that drove it out
of consideration with full delibcrateness,
but they had not counted upon the revolt
that has arisen in Indiana, Illinois, Michi-
gan. Wisconsin. Minnesota. Iowa, Nebras-
ka, Kentucky and a number of Southern
States.

The Eastern Democrats went home sick
nt heart and disgusted," satisfied that their
States would give overwhelming majorities
for McKlnloy and anxious only to do what
they could to hold their local organizations
together. They did not feel like taking the
Initiative in the movement for a straight-ou- t

Democratic ticket. Their States were
not likely to vote for Bryan under any cir-

young man nominated upon it. Every man
who has aught to do with business knows
that the threatening rise of the silver craze
arrested the slow process of recuperation
from the panic of 13. The country was
picking up slowly but srrely until the sil-
ver talk became -- prevalent, and people who
were thinking of investing ox buying began
to think they had bettr wait a while. But
when thjs cruze succeeded In capturing one
of the grtat parties, the bottxm dropped
out of trade. It Is not. only manufacturing
and financial institutions that feel it, but
every retailer has bee given ample evi-
dence that his customers are putting their
dcks in order and not spending1 u cent
that they do not have tr. Not only the
men of large capital, but the man of small
savings as well takes fright at th first in-

timation that the currency is likely to be
disturbed, his wealth goes out. of the chan-
nels of industry ;and trade as fast as he
can get at it. and the paralysis follows.
This prospect is to-da- y the most cogent
re?sn moving the men gathering here to-
ward another Democratic ticket.

rhil the movement means a split in
the Democratic forces in this campaign, it
does not mean the permanent disruption of
th party. As long as o.ur system of gov-
ernment endures the party that stands for
a wide distribution of power as opposed to
a stronger knitting together of tne Nation
will endfire. and the Democratic party,
founded- - upon a jealous guarding of the
rights of loeal government, will have a
following.

CLEVELAND KNIGHTS START AN OR-

GANIZATION FOR PURPOSES.

Ilrnwn HointlnfC NVorkn Strikers "Will
Try to Gain Their Rights liy In-

junction Labor Nerrs.

CLEVELAND, O., Aug. 5.-- The Knights
of Labor, at a meeting to-nig- ht, took steps
towards the organization of a military com-
pany. Letters were ordered sent to all the
local assemblies, asking each to furnish
a certain number of ablebodied men. The
intention is to organize a regiment of about
700 members and drill them in military tac-

tics.
The Brown strikers have resorted to in-

junction proceedings in the effort to bring
the company to terms. This evening a pe-

tition was filed in the Common Pleas Court
by L. A. Russell, a attorney for William
Stanley, a taxpayer, praying for a restrain
ing order against the Brown company and
the Mayor to prevent the calling out of ad-

ditional military companies or the making
of a display of force in the vicinity of the
works calculated to provoke a breach of
the peace. The petition, which is very
long, recites the whole story of the lock-
out and strike and represents that all the
trouble has been caused by sympathizers
and not by the strikers themselves. It is
alleged that tho calling out of the potlice
and military has entailed an unnecessary
expense on the taxpayers and for that rea-
son the injunction Is asked. Judge Noble
set the hearing for. Friday mornlns without
granting a temporary restraining order.

The Central Labor Union to-nig- ht failed
to order a sympathetic strike. There wns"
no trouble at the Brown hoisting works
this morning when the nonunion men went
to work. About the usual number of men
reported for duty. The feeling of unea.M-r.e- s

continues throughout the city, which
is now practically under martial law. At
nearly every street corner tor several miles
distant from the Brown works militia pick-
ets are stationed and march bnck and forth
on their bats with muskets over their
shoulders. It was stated at the St. Clair
Hospital this morning that the man who
was shot by an unknown nonunionist dur-
ing a riot a few days ago can live but a day
or so at the longest.

Reduction in Running: Time.
WALTHAM, Mass.. Aug. 5. The American

Watch Company's factory resume.d opera-
tions this morning after a vacation of rive
weeks, but during the day a notice was
posted that for the month of August the
factory will run only the first feur days of
each week. Besides this reduction in run-
ning time of the watch factory the Judson
Thomson Manufacturing Company Is closed
for the month of August, and nills of the
Foston Manufacturing Company are run-
ning only four days a week every other
week. The number of people affected by
the l eduction in the time is about 4.000.

YOUNG ABBOTT KILLED.

Mishap to the Son of the Wisconsin
Ccntrnl President.

WINNIPEG. Manitoba, Aug. 5. Word
has reached here of the death in the moun-

tains of Mr. Abbott, a prominent railway
man of Milwaukee, But meager details are
to hand, but it appears Mr. Abbott, whife
accompanying a party of mountain" tour-
ists in charge of Professor Ray. slipped
over a precipice some thousand feet deep
ami his body is hanging on a Jagged rock
below, where it cannot be reached by mem-
bers of the party.

A Calgary dispatch gives the following
particulars of. the fatal accident to Mr.
Phidp S. Abtfott: On the 3d instant a party
consisting of Prof. Fay. Messrs. Little. Ab-
bott and Thompson, all of the Appalachian
Club of Boston, started from Laggan to
attempt the ascent of Mount Lefroy. When
about eight miles from Chalet, Mr. Philip
Abbott, assistant solicitor of the Wisconsin
Central railway, fell over a precipice about
a thousand feet in depth. The body is
lying on the glacier and very difficult to be
got at. A force of expert mountain climb-
ers equipped with ropes are endeavoring
to recover the body, and it is expected it
will be brought to Laggan station by to-
morrow morning to be sent to Boston for
burial. .
